Records, Inc., and Transcontinental Studios, Inc. (collectively, the "Pearlman Entities"), by and 
through his undersigned counsel, hereby gives notice that this action is stayed as to Defendant, 
LOUIS J. PEARLMAN ("Pearlman"), pursuant to 11 U.S.C. § 362 by virtue of the pendency of 
an involuntary bankruptcy proceeding filed by certain creditors against Pearlman, and states: 

1. On March 1, 2007, various creditors initiated a proceeding by filing against 
Pearlman an Involuntary Petition (the "Petition") under Chapter 11 of the United States 
Bankruptcy Code in the United State Bankruptcy Court for the Middle District of Florida, 
Orlando Division with Case No. 6:07-bk-00761-ABB (the "Pearlman Bankruptcy"). A true and 
correct copy of the face page of the Pearlman Bankruptcy Petition filed in the Pearlman 
Bankruptcy is attached hereto as Exhibit "A." 

2: On March 30, 2007, the Court in the Pearlman Bankrapicy entered an Order 
Approving Appointment of Chapter 11 Trustee (the "Order of Appointment"), appointing Soneet 


R. Kapila as the Chapter 11 Trustee in the Pearlman Bankruptcy, who shall have all powers and 
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duties of a trustee under 11 U.S.C. § 1106. A true and correct copy of the Order of Appointment 
is attached hereto as Exhibit "B." 
3. On April 5, 2007, the Court in the Pearlman Bankruptcy entered an Order for 
Relief Under Chapter 11 (the "Order for Relief"). A true and correct copy of the Order for Relief 
is attached hereto as Exhibit "C." 
4. Pursuant to the provisions of Section 362(a)(1) of the United States Bankruptcy 
Code, the filing of the Bankruptcy Petition operates to stay all entities from the commencement or 
continuation of all judicial, administrative, or other actions or proceedings against the Debtor (1) 
that were or could have been commenced before the commencement of the Debtor's Bankruptcy 
Case, or (ii) to recover any claims against the Debtor that arose before the commencement of the 
Debtors’ Bankruptcy Cases. See 11 U.S.C. § 362(a)(1). Further, Section 362 operates to stay any 
act to obtain possession property of the estate or of property from the estate or to exercise contro] 
over property of the estate. 
5. The automatic stay of Section 362 applies to the instant litigation.
